Flight Resumed After Plane 
Is Forced Down by 
Darkness — No Motor 
Trouble, American Pilot 
Says. 


By the Associated Press, 
BORDEAUX, France, Nov. 15.— 
The Giant German seaplane Do-X 
alighted at Guariac in the Gironde 
Estuary, 30 miles northwest of 
Bordeaux, this afternoon. 
The plane, which made a forced 


landing along,.the French coast 
last night, and taxied 100 miles to 
St. Martin du Re, resumed its in- 


terrupted flight to Bordeaux at 
11:55 a. m. The weather was 
misty and the plane flew low 


throughout the trip this morning. 

After passing Royan at the 
mouth of the Gironde Estuary, the 
Do-X suddenly swerved southeast 
and entered the mouth of the 


river. It was flying low at a speed 
of about 70 miles an hour and 
made a perfect descent on the 


water where the Garonne melts in- 
to the Gironde River. 

The huge plane, after circling 
twice, skimmed the surface of the 
river for 300 or 400 yards and then 
came to a halt. 

An officer on the bridge 
naled: 

“All well.” 

Tomorrow morning the DO-X 
will make the short run to Bor- 
deaux and will remain for seven 
hours to give sightseers a chance 
to look over her huge bulk. Then 
she will return to Gauriac and on 
Monday morning made a series of 
trial flights. French airmen will 
have a chance to go up in her. 

Bordeaux planned a belated re- 
ception to the DO-X, which 
failed by 120 miles yesterday to 
reach its destination in a 420-mile 
flight from Calshot, England, to 
this city. 

The craft spent the night be- 
tween the islands of St. Martin du 
Re and Olern, and the cities of La 
Irochelle and Rochefort, from 
where an early refueli-¢g at St. Na- 
zaire before proceeding to Bordeaux 
was possible. 

Growing darkness and engine 
trou_l> forced the plane down sev- 
eral miles from La Rochelle at 5:05 
p. m. yesterday, and the _ craft, 
taxied under its own power to the 
haven between the two islands. 

Passer g°2rs, who had been 
aboard her since before noon, 
vw hen she left Calshot, went ashore 
ir. launches and spent the night at 
La Rochelle. 

Word received here this morning 
was that the plane’s engines were 
not in the best of shape.

NO CLEW ON POLICY 
FOUND IN CAPITAL 


Difference of Opinion— 
Since Elections High Of- 
ficials Loath to Let 
Woodcock Go Ahead.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Offi-

The arrest was made by Federal 
arents the day before Attorney- 

General Mitcnell chose to tell 

newspaper men the department’s 

policy had ‘‘not changed an _ iota” 
since agents were instructed not to 
interfere with the sale of fruit 

} ices intended for home consump- 

tion. 


At the Department of Justice it 
was said officials here had no 
knowledg: of the St. Louis case, 


and that Attorney-General Miich- 
el: had nothing to add to his state- 
ment of Tuesday, in which he 
called attention to instructions is- 
sued in 1926 and again in 1929. 
Woodcock Talks of “Intent.” 


Prohibition Commissioner Wood- 
cock also said he had heard noth- 
ing of the arrest of Rader, and 
was ignorant of the circumstances 
under which it was made. How- 
ever, he pointed out that, under a 
Supreme Court decision rendered 
last spring, the sale of any mate- 
rial that may be used in the manu- 
facture or distribution of illegal 
beverages, including sugar, bottles, 
corks and barrels, is a violation of 
the law, if it can be shown that it 
was sold expressly for that pur- 
pose. 


“Consequently,” he said, “these 
cases resolve themselves largely 
into a question of intent. There is 


aiso the question of whether the 
beverages thus made are intoxicat- 
ing in fact. I wouldn’t want to 
comment on the St. Louis case until 
I hear more of the details.” 

He was asked whether, aside 
from the legal aspects of the case, 
the action of the St. Louis agents 
was in conflict with the policy an- 
nounced by Attorney-General 
Mitchell. He replied that he didn’t 
know whether if’ was or not. 

Under the circumstances, it is 
easy to infer that enforcement 
agents are in the same position as 
the general public—they don’t 
know what the Government's policy 
is on the subject of grape juice 
sales. 


A Delicate Situation. 


The situation is made infinitely 
more delicate, from the standpoint 
of the Department of Justice, by 
the widespread publicity given to 
the sale of grape juice concentrate 
by a California company for which 
Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt is counse)}. 
The instructions which, according 
to Attorney-General Mitchell, have 
not been “changed an iota,” were 
issued while Mrs. Willebrandt was 
Assistant Attorney-General in 
charge of prohibition cases. 


Her present client, Fruit Indus- 
tries, Limited, is a co-operative cor- 
poration, representing most of the 
California grape growers, and re- 
cently was successful in obtaining 
a loan of $4,000,000 from the Fed- 
eral Farm Board. One of the con- 


}ditions on which the loan was made 


was that the growers would devise 
a means for disposing of the “by- 
products” of their crops. They 
promptly devised one, and the re- 
sult is now appearing through the 
medium of large display advertise- 
ments in the daily papers of Mil. 
waukee, where the corporation 
elected to introduce its product. 
Announcing that “our specially 
selected dealers have a great piece 
of news for you.” the advertise- 
ments proceed in the following 
strain: 


“They will tell you the story of 
a new, quality-guaranteeing name 
for a famous old product—the pure 
juice of California wine grapes— 
and of a new plan which makes 
it easy for you to have a home 
supply of this beverage, which the 
law permits you. The new, qual- 
ity-guaranteeing name is ‘Vine- 
giow,’ and the emblem, or trade- 
mark, accompanying it consists of 
a pair of wine glasses. 

“They will tell you,” the adver- 
tisement continues, “of a great 
Government-created co-operative 


$3,040,000 BONDS 
UF CALDWELL & 0. 
DUNE FROM BANK 


Demanded by Examiners as 
Surety for State Deposits 
in Bank of Tennessee 
After Crash. 


$1,000,000 IN CASH 


Hermitage National of 
Nashville, After Day’s 
Run, Is Taken Over by 


Another Depository.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 15.— 


Attorney-General L. D. Smith to- 
day announced that none of the 
$3,840,000 of the securities de- 
manded by the bank examiners 
‘and deposited in the Bank of Ten- 
nessee, Sept. 25, had been found 
among the assets. It is apparent 
from this statement that the secu- 
rities, together with $1,000,000 
cash, were removel from the bank 
after the bank examiners departed. 
The Attorney-General said he 
would endeavor to recover this col- 
lateral and cash. 

“The investigation made,” said 
the statement, “‘leads to the con- 


clusion that assets claimed by 
Caldwell & Co., an investment 
banking corporation of which the 
Bank of Tennessee was merely a 
subsidiary, are in reality a proper- 
ty of the Bank of Tennessee and 
may be reached for the purpose of 
applying them upon its liabilities.” 

Indemnity bonds, with Rogers 
Caldwell and his associates as 
sureties, were given to the State 
to secure State deposits in the 
Hank of Tennessee and the Holston 
Union National Bank of Knoxville. 
It is not known at this time what 
recovery can be made under these 
bonds in the event the money of 
the State of Tennessee is lost in the 
failures. 

Criminal Prosecution Likely. 

The failure of the Bank of Ten- 
ressee, which has brought to an 
end the spectacular career of Rog- 
ers Caldwell, young financier of the 
new South, has drawn from Attor- 
ney-General Smith the statement 
that the deposits of State funds in 
Caldwell banks in excess of. the 
amount prescribed by law might re- 
sult in criminal prosecution. 

“I am well into an investigation 

of this failure and its possible ef- 
fect upon the State treasufy,” said 
the Attorney-General, “and will 
vigorously pursue it regardless of 
who is hit or how high up it 
reaches. If necessary, I will resort 
to criminal prosecutions.” 
State Treasurer John Nolan, who 
is responsible under a bond of 
$100,000 for the proper deposit of 
State funds, declined to discuss the 
situation, referring all queries to 
the Attorney-General, who was or- 
dered by Gov. Horton to take steps 
to protect the State’s interest. The 
Governor is absent from the city, 
in another part of the State. 

Caldwell was treasurer of the 
Democratic state and national 
committees for Tennessee and was 
an ardent supporter of Gov. Hor- 
ton, who was re-elected in the re- 
cent election. Luke Lea, former 
United States Senator and business 
associate of Caldwell in acquiring 
several newspapers, also is a politi- 
cal ally of the Governor. 


Control in Funding Board. 
The Caldwell crash has disclosed 
that the State had on deposit in 
the Bank of Tennessee $3.490,000, 
of which $3,060,000 was State high- 
way funds and $336,000 money 
from the general fund of the State. 
Deposits of the general funds under 
the law may be placed in any one 
bank only to the amount of 25 per 
cent of the paid-in capital of such 
bank, which, in the case of the 
Bank of Tennessee, would amount 
to $125,000. A special act of the 
Legislature of 1929 gave a funding 
board, composed of the Governor, 
Comptroller,, Treasurer, Secretary 
of State and Commissioner of Fi- 
nance, power to approve deposito- 
ries for highway funds and the 
Highway Commissioner the right to 
place funds independent of restric- 
tions which govern other State 
funds. 

Attorney-General Smith said the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee has 
held that State funds become prior 
claims in banks and must be dis- 
charged before any other créditors 
can be considered. On this ground, 
he said, he expects to proceed in 
recovering the State’s money. 
The Bank of Tennessee was not 
a commercial bank of general de- 
posit and dealt only with corpora- 
tions and handled bond issues. 
$1,000,000 in Cash Gone.

Last week he discharged four oth- 
ers for this reason. His staff num- 
bers about 60. 

Outstanding among. those fired 
today is Gus H. Ruedi, for 27 years 
marriage license clerk and long a 
picturesque figure at City Hall. 
During his incumbency he has is- 
sued at least 100,000 marriage li- 
censes, and it has always been his 
endeavor to put nervous pairs at 
their ease and sometimes to volun- 
teer a bit of sound advice. 

Ruedi, whose salary was $150 a 
month, resides at 3659 Laclede av- 
enue, in the Seventeenth Ward. He 
has made no statement as to whom 
he supported in the primary and 
the ward organization did not slate 
a candidate for Recorder. 

Committeeman Gets Job. 

Tamme announced the appoint- 
ment of George W. Hartman, 
Twenty-second Ward Republican 
committeeman, of 3121 North Tay- 
lor avenue, to succeed Ruedi. Hart- 
man’s organization indorsed 
Tamme and gave him a plurality 
for the nomination. Hartman has 
been a clerk in the Building Divi- 
sion for a somewhat smaller salary 
than that of his new place.

“The office of the Recorder of 
Deeds is an institution of public 
service and it is, therefore, but 
right and just that courtesy, effi- 
ciency and economy be maintained 
in its various departments. To at- 
tain these results it is absolutely 
essential that each and all of the 
personnel be loyal and faithful and 
they that lack these attributes can- 
net do otherwise but fail.” 

He did not char e that the dis- 
missed employes had not been cour- 
teous, efficient or economical. 
Asked if the fact that they did not 
support him was the reason for 
their discharge, he said: “They 
didn’t support me but I don’t know 
who they did support. Faith is the 
foundation of a public office and 
loyalty its cornerstone.” Tamme 
said he “imagined” the other new 
employes he would appoint, be- 
sides Hartman, would be men who 
had given him political aid. 

As a State officer, not a part of 
the city administration, the Re- 
corder is independent, hiring and 
firing his own help without refer- 
ence to the Efficiency Board or city 
charter. He was elected to his first 
term in 1922 and will enter his 
third four-year term next January, 
having been re-elected this month.

Concern Contends Pipe 
~ Line Is in Interstate Com- 

‘merce and Not Liable to 
_ Missouri Supervision.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 15.— 
The first step in a campaign to 
place natural gas pipe line com- 
panies in Missouri under State su- | 
pervision and control was taken 
today by the State Public Service 
Commission. 

It took the form of a letter to 
the Cities Service Gas Co. of Kan- 
sas City, directing the company to 
file with the commission a sched- 
ule of rates on industrial gas sold 
directly to consumers or disposed 
of by agents. 

If the company follows the ob- 
vious course and refuses to meet 


the request of the commission, de- 


nying its supervision, it is under- 
stood the commission will take 
steps to force it to do so, either 
by mandamus suit, or other court 
action. 

Many Such Companies. 

The Cities Service Gas Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the widespread Cities 
Service Co., is only one of an in- 
creasing group of pipe line com- 
panies traversing Missouri and dis- 
tributing or preparing to distribute 
gas within its boundaries. 

The unanimous contention of 
the companies is that they are en- 
gaged in interstate commerce and 
hence are not subject to the super- 
vision of the State Commission. 
This contention in effect makes 
possible the arbitrary fixing of 
prices by the pipe line companies 
without recourse by consumers. 

The Kansas City case is typical. 
The Cities Service Gas Co. product 
is distributed through the Kansas 
City Gas Co., a member of . the 
same holding group, and hence un- 
der the same financial control. 

Investigation has shown that the 
rate to the ordinary consumer for 


‘1000 cubic feet of gas is 40 cents.

The Sale to Industrics. 

Industrial users get their gas di- 
rectly from the pipe line company, 
which pays the distributing com- 
pany a fee of 3% cents a thousand 
for the use of its mains. 

Because the sale of gas in such 
cases is direct to the consumer 
from the pipe line company, the 
commission can exercise no control 
over the rates under present condi- 
tions. It does regulate the rates of 
the Kansas City Gas Co. to smaller 
users because it operates as a pub- 
lic utility, a classification to which 
the commission now seeks to re- 
duce the pipe line company. 

Without State ‘supervision on 
rates the pipe line company is able 
to fix its own rates, which the dis- 
tributing company merely passes 
on to the consumer. The same 
situation obtains at several] other 
points in Missouri where natural 
gas is being distributed.

The big Nashville Bank, the 
Fourth-First National, which was 
controlled by James E. Caldwell, 
father of Rogers Caldwell, and 
chairman of the board of the Mis- 
souri State Life Insurance Co. of 
St. Louis, was saved from a possi- 
ble run by a merger with the 
American National and the resig- 
mation of James E. Caldwell from 
any official connection with the de- 
pository. The merger gave the 
combined depository assets of $86,- 
000,000 and invested. capital of 
$13,600,000. 

The elder Caldwell once con- 
trolled the Cumberland Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. Years ago he sold 
that interest and merged the 
Fourth and First National banks, 
which he headed until the recent 
collapse of his son’s business. 


Enters the Political Game. 


Until seven years ago Rogers 
Caldwell, now in his early forties, 
had a prosperous business in Nash- 
ville as an investment banker, deal- 
ing almost exclusively in municipal 
securities. Then he sought to ex- 
pand and about the same time took 
an active interest in politics. 

From that time forward, on a ris- 
ing stock market, he was success- 
fui in swinging some big deals, 
such as acquirement of control of 
the Inter-Southern Life Insurance 
Co. of Louisville, Ky.; the Cotton 
States Insurance Co. of Nashville 
and the Missouri State Life of St. 
Louis. At one time he controlled 
7f per cent of the stock of the 
Missouri State Life, but that has 
dwindled to less than 30 per cent, 
if he can be said to control that. 
The 30 per cent is owned by the 
Inter-Southern Life of Louisville, 
in which Caldwell still has a sub- 
stantial interest, and for which 
the appointment of a receiver was 
asked yesterday in 21 petition of 
nine stockholders. 

A liability of the defunct Bank 
of Tennessee, he has been told, is 
u deposit of about $850,000 by the 
Missouri State Life, This was a de- 
mand deposit, secured by certain 
collateral. The value of the col- 
lateral will determine the amount 
the insurance company will event- 
ually recover. 


In the beginning of his period 
of expansion it was Caldwell’s 
method to purchase county bond 
issues on condition that money 
from the sale be kept on deposit 
at his bank or a bank designated 
by him until used.

Caldwell apparently stood well 
with political interests dominated 
by the State administration. 
firm had t-ken back a large block 
of drainage bonds on which there 
had been a default several years 
ago, whereupon a bill was intro- 
duced in the Legislature for an 
appropriation to take them off his 
hands.

Caldwell has a magnificent home 
seven miles from the city, an 
estate of about 1000 acres.

FRAUD IN SALE 
OF STOCK ALLEGED 


Counsel for Louisville 
(Ky.) Concern Asks for 
Dismissal to Protect 
$160,000,000 Insurance.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 15.—-A 
hearing in Circuit Court was set 
for this afternoon on a motion to 
dismiss the receivership suit filed 
yesterday against the Inter-South- 
ern Life Insurance Co., by Thomas 
P. Bradley and other stockholders. 

Counsel for the company, deny- 
ing the charges made in the peti- 
tion for a receiver, said quick ac- 
tion was desirable for protection of 
the company, which has $160,000,- 
000 of life insurance in force, and 
to prevent any hindrance to the 
proposed sale of 2,000,000 shares 
of its stock owned by Caldwell & 
Co. of Nashville, now in receiver- 
ship. The Caldwell holdings are 
a majority of the Inter-Southern 
stock. 

The Inter-Southern company is 


the largest stockholder of the Mis-/. 


souri State Life Insurance Co, of 
St. Louis, owning 147,000 of the 
500,000 shares, or 29.4 per cent. 

Fraud in connection with the 
sale of this stock to the insurance 
company was charged in the peti- 
tion. Caldwell & Co. formerly 
owned more than 30 per cent of 
the outstanding stock of Missouri 
State Life and it is alleged it trans- 
ferred 150,000 shares of Missouri 
State to Inter-Southern at a price 
of $88 a share when the stock was 
selling at $32. 

The petition of the Inter-South- 
crn stockholders alleges Shelton M. 
Saufley, formerly Insurance Com- 
missioner of Kentucky, and Bush 
\V. Allin, present Commissioner, 
who succeeded Saufley, permitted 
Coldwell & Co. fraudulently to 
withdraw from the State deposi- 
tory at Frankfort “large sums of 
money or securities equivalent to 
meney of the presupposed value of 
$16,000,000,” and that the defend- 
ants ‘‘so menaced the Hon. Bush W. 
Allin, Insurance Commissioner of 
the State of Kentucky, that the 
State Insurance Commissioner re- 
luctantly, but finally with some 
hind of willingness, agreed to the 
fraudulent transactions here set 
cut.” It is also charged that Sauf- 
ley, after resigning as Insurance 
Commissioner two years ago, be- 
came an employe of Caldwell & 
Co. 

The statement of Inter-Southern 
executives said the suit for receiv- 
ership ‘‘has no significance except 
6f an effort to embarrass the pres- 
ent management at a critical time 
when the public mind is in a state 
of doubt and uncertainty.” 


Plan to Centralize Control of Mis- 
souri Life in St. Louis. 

Following a meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Missouri State .Life 
Insurance Co. yesterday afternoon, 
Hillsman Taylor, president, said 
another meeting would be held 
next Friday to act on a plan to 
centralize control of the company 
in St. Louis. 

It is understood that to accom- 
plish this purpose a number of St. 
Louisans, already heavily interest- 
ed in Missouri Stdte, are seeking 
the large block of stock now held 
by the Inter-Southern Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Louisville, the largest 
stockholder. A result of this plan, 
if accomplished, would be complete 
elimination of Caldwell & Co., and 
Rogers Caldwell, its president, from 
the company. 

Missouri State has 500,000 shares 
of common stock scattered among 
4200 owners. About 65,000 shares 
are owned in St. Louis, and the 
company has as directors a num- 
ber of men prominent in the finah- 
cial circles in St. Louis. They are 
J. Sheppard Smith, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co.; F. O. 
Watts, chairman of the board of 
the First National Bank in St. 
Louis; Thomas M. Pierce, vice 
president of the Terminal Railroad 
Association; E. D. Nims, chairman 
of the board of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., and President 
Taylor. 

Other directors are Charles 8. 
Sargent of Kidder, Peabody & Co., 
New York; Dr. Bruce Ryburn

College, Nashville, Tenn.; James E. 
Caldwell, president Fourth and 
First National Bank, Nashville;

SHIFT IN GOLD _ 
HOLDINGS A FACTOR 


Asserts Rampant Specula- 
tion in America and Drop 
in Silver Helped Brirg on 
World Depression.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Thomas 


W. Lamont, partner of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., in an address yesterday 
attributed the world-wide business 
depression to “rampant specula- 


tion” in America, artificial price 
stimulation, over-stimulation and 
political unrest. 

Assailing the recent tariff in- 
crease in the United States as bad- 
ly timed, he analyzed bad business 
at the closing session of the an- 
nual meeting of the Academy of 
Political Science. 

“We must not try to over-stimu- 
late ailing business with nitgrogly- 
cerin pills,” he said, “for if we do 
we may have further explosions.” 

Causes of Depression. 

Lamont, who was alternate mem- 
ber of the committee of experts 
on reparations last year in drawing 
up the Young plan, gave an analy- 
sis of the world-wide depression. 
Hle attributed present conditions to 
the following causes: 

1. To prodction outrunning con- 
sumption not only in many basic 
commodities, but also in many 
manufactured products. 

2. In part to the effort made to 
hold up commodity prices arti- 
ficially. When prices for such 
commodities finally gave way, the 
severity of the business collapse 
was accentuated. 

3. To the fall in the price of sil- 
ver, and thus in the purchoesiny 
power of perhaps one-quarter of 
the world’s population as repre- 
sented by India and China. 

4. To a shifting, on an alniost 
unprecedented scale, of gold hold- 
ings. 

5. To current political unrest in 
India, China and South America. 

6. In certain countries, especial- 
ly America, to a spirit of rampant 
speculation. “For some years,” he 
said, “many people lost interest in 
investing their money in good 
bonds returning a fair rate of in- 
terest. They have wanted quick 
speculative profits with the inevit- 
able result that everybody knows.” 

Load of New Tariff. 

Asserting that this country had 
returned to a sober sense of reali- 
ties and that the situation in that 
respect is far sounder than it was 
14 months ago—just before the 
Wall street crash—he said that the 
United States had complicated the 
situation by “hanging the load of 
a new tariff around our own 
necks.”’ . 

“The increased rates,”’ he said, 
“have certainly led to aie certain 
feeling of dismay and illwill abroad 
and to some retaliatory tariffs. 

“It would be easy to magnify the 
ill results of the new American tar- 
iff. We cannot class them as con- 
trolling factors in our present de- 
pression. But there can be little 
dispute that we chose a most in- 
opportune time for this particular 
tariff enactment.” 

“Not only shall we win through, 
but we are winning through,” he 
continued. 

New Bank a Stabilizer. 

Gates W. McGarrah, president of 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments, said that the existence of 
this new bank at Basle, Switzer- 
land, is a stabilizing and reassur- 
ing factor in the present ‘‘tense 
world situation.’’ He told of a sur- 
vey heing made to determine the 
possibility of a system of clearing 
international movements of capital. 

McGarrah said that while the in- 
ternational bank was founded pri- 
marily to supervise the execution 
of German reparations it has in 
practice developed into a general 
international commercial bank that 
appears to hold within its present 
form the germ from which may 
sprout a-world foreign exchange 
clearing house. 

A spirited attack on the Young 
plan and upon a “tariff of absurdi- 
ties” by James W. Angell, profes- 
sor of economics at Columbia Uni- 
versity, drew demonstrative ap- 
plause. He argued that current 
economic depression has increased 
Germany's war debt 20 per cent 
over the sum claimed when the 
Young plan was framed. He said 
the situation called for courageous 
action by the United States to ease 
Germany's burden.

$116,000 Worth of Whisky 
Confiscated in New York Area 
—Dory and Crew Seized. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Trailed 
through rain and fog, the open sea 
dory Patricia was captured by a 
Coast Guard patrol in Gravesend 
Bay early today with its crew of 
three and 600 bags of bottled liquor 
valued by Federal agents at $25,- 
000. 

The seizure followed closely upon 
arrest last night of 15 men and a 
woman and the uncovering of 
liquor worth $116,000 in a cam- 
paign against liquor runners oper- 
ating a fully equipped radio-direct- 
ed smuggling syndicate. 

Federal investigators hope to ob- 
tain from the men further details 
of the $1,000,000 syndicate whose 
operations they think were smashed 
by yesterday's hauls. 

Arrests were made yesterday in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn and New 
Jersey under a secret indictment 
handed down by a Federal grand 
jury Thursday, and the liquor was 
seized in two warehouses in the 
lower part of the city. The prison- 
ers will be arraigned Monday in 
Brooklyn Federal Court. 

It was understood that warrants 
were issued for more than 50 per- 
sons and that additional arrests 
would be made. 

Sam Levine. 42 years old, Brook- 
lyn, was placed under $25,000 
bond as the leader of the conspir- 
acy. Bail for the others varied 
from $25,000 to $2500. 

The ring is understood to own 
a fleet of ocean-going steamers, 
numerous motor craft, a string of 
wireless stations at strategic points 
along the Long Island and New 
Jersey coasts and many ware- 
houses in New York and New Jer- 
sey. 

From radio stations ocean ves- 
sels were directed to transfer their 
liquor to smaller boats, which were 
in turn ordered to dock at points 
where the cargoes were shifted to 
cars and trucks. It- was’ then 
taken to warehouses and later dis- 
tributed throughout the metropoli- 
tan area.

States of the East are committed 
to outright repeal. It is also clear 
that the leaders of the Republican 
party in New York and New Jersey 
are desirous of» committing their 
party to ‘repeal with modifica- 
tions.’ 

“Outright repeal would leave 20 
States with prohibition in the Con- 
stitution. It would leave 17 States 
with prohibition enactments. It 
would more than double the border 
line and some dry States would be 
hampered by surrounding wet 
States. 

“Who would patrol that border 
line? Would interference with 
state enforecement not create great 
dissatisfaction and result in repeal 
of legislative prohibition very 
promptly? We do not believe the 
American people will support such 
a& program.”’ 

Mrs. Boole declared “repeal 
with’ reservations” to be undesir- 
able and said “the advocates of re- 
peal are divided on thesé ‘reservva- 
tions’ and a house divided against 
itself cannot stand.” 

Praises Hoover.

PLANS FIGHT AGAINST 
NEW YORK TERRORISTS 


Prosecutor to Call Conference 
to Devise Means of Driving 
Out Extortionists. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—District 
Attorney Crain, checkmated in ef- 
forts to prosecute the perpetrators 
of specific crimes of extortionist 
violence, under took yesterday to 
fight the terrorism which, give both 
power and immunity to the men 
who have been credited with collect- 
ing more than $200,000,000 a year 
from the citizens of New York. 

The Manhattan prosecutor an- 
nounced he would call a confer- 
ence in his office next Thursday of 
50 men, including the leaders of 
trades and industries victimized by 
extortionists, representatives of the 
bar, the Police Commissioner and 
the District Attorneys of the other 
four boroughs, to see what can be 
done to rid the city of terrorists. 

Crain hopes that by working 
through men in close touch with 
the building, milk, vegetable, meat, 
laundry and other trades that have 
been victimized, he will be able 
to bring forth information hitherto 
hushed by fear. 

Crain requested, as a basis for 
investigation, a cqmplete file of the 
series of articles on extortion 
schemes wifich the New York 
World printed a year ago, since as- 
sembled in Courtenay Terret’s 
book, “Only Saps Work.” 

In these articles, which placed 
$200,000,000 as the annual toll of 
extortionists, Ferdinand Pecora, 
then chief assistant District Attor- 
ney, was quoted: “Rackets? Why, 
I don’t know of a racket in New 
York City.” 

Crain said he “pitied the unin- 
formed person who doubts that 
racketeering exists,”” and that he 
officially had indications of it in 
the building trades a half-dozen 
times while he was a Supreme 
Court Justice.

Wallace Potts, manager of the 
St. Louis branch of the National 
Order Buying Co., returped to the 
witness stand today at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture inquiry in 
East St. Louis into charges that 47 
East’ Side livestock dealers have 
boycotted his firm and two others. 

Potts formerly: was a member of 
the hog buying firm of Potts, 
Walker & Watkins, the personnel 
of which was taken over by the 
National Order Buying Co. when 
it entered the St. Louis market last 


Aug. 4. He testified that dealers 
who had sold to him when he was 
in business for himself had re- 
fused to do so after he became 
connected with the National com- 
pany. 

Another witness was Harry 
Sparks of the firm of Kennett- 
Sparks & Co., which, the Govern- 
ment alleges, was boycotted also. 
Sparks testified that no one had 
refused to sell to him, but that 
since last August he had bought 
practically all of his hogs from the 
Producers’ Livestock Commission 
Co. and another co-operative. He 
did this, he explained, because he 
feared that the 
same market of both the Produc- 
ers and the National company, 
with which it is affiliated, consti- 
tuted a threat of monopoly. He 
bought from the Producers, he 
said, to keep the National company 
from getting all of its hogs. The 
Producers is the third firm said 
to have been boycotted. 

Turned Down by Dealers. 

Potts, referring to memoranda. 
testified to conversations with 18 


, dealers from whom he had at- 
‘tempted unsuccessfully to buy 
‘hogs. Some refused outright, he 
said, others had told him they 


“would let him know” when they 
had hogs for him. One man in- 
sisted on talking baseball when 
Potts wanted to talk hogs, he testi- 


fied. Anather told him he would 
sell when Potts “made himself 
right with God.” One, Potts said, 


had appended to his refusal a 
stream of “stockyards’ languaze,” 
and ended with the expression, 
“that’s just what I mean.” 

For the most part those accused 
of boycotting will not deny refus- 
ing to deal with the Producers’ 
and the National company, but 
will contend that they were justi- 
fied in that action because the two 
firms, which are members of the 
only association of livestock co-op- 
eratives recognized by the Farm 
Board, operate illegally. 

One basis for this accusation is 
the admissicn of F. G. Ketner, 
manager of the National Order 
Buying Co., who testified previous- 
ly that his company bought most 
of its hogs from the Producers 
through the method of “marking 
the ticket,”” which the Department 
of Agriculture ruled was a viola- 
tion of the packers and stockyards 
act in an order directed against 
Buffalo commission firms in 1927. 

When hogs are bought by “mark- 
irg the ticket,” no agreement on 
rrice is reached at the time of the 
sale, the price being marked in 
later in accordance with the mar- 
ket value when it is established.

‘Officrs of the company, it was 
alleged, authorized a creditors’ 
coinmittee to liquidate the company 
at a meeting in Detroit on Nov. 6. 
This authorization, according to the 
suit, was without the consent of 
stockholders and would be “‘in the 
interest of creditors and to the det- 
riment of stockholders.” 

An additiona]! allegation was that 
Vice President Walker shipped by 
freight and express, without orders, 
a large number of automobiles, on 
assignment and payable by sight 
drafts. Refused by consignees, the 
cars were sold at less than actual 
worth, according to the suit. 

Muller and his associates bought 
the Moon company from a group 
consisting of Carl W. Burst, Wil- 
liam D. Hemenway, Henry W. 
Klemme, Stanlen Moon and John 
J. Dornself, later suing the former 
officers for $536,470 on the 
ground that the value of the prop- 
erty was misrepresented and that 
sums of money were wrongfully di- 
verted before the plant changed 
hands. 

When the deal was under negotia- 
tion last spring, shares of the com- 
pany, listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange, rose to $16.50. Last 
week a large block changed hands 
at $1 each.

The Prohibition Referenda. 

' % the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE various referenda held in Ohio, 
Illinois, Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and other states last week to test pop- 
ular sentiment on the prohibitory stat- 
utes have genuinely alarmed the prohi- 
bition forces. They dread nothing s0 
much as this awakening public senti- 
ment voiced at the polls in protest 
against a long nightmare reign of fraud, 
violence, hypocrisy engendered by polit- 
ical prohibition. An effective temper- 
ance spirit engendered in the citizen- 
ship through years of education and 
moral suasion would have worked mi- 
racles, but a coercive tyranny masquer- 
ading as a “noble experiment” has 

wrought undreamed havoc, 

Sober-minded citizens have for decades 
hoped to see America a genuinely tem- 
perate country. But that does not mean 
prohibition. ‘The annals of American 
history are luminous with the recorded 
efforts of sincere and exalted souls such 
as Susan B. Anthony, De Witt Talmage, 
Julia Ward Howe, James G. Blaine and 
others toward realization of this ideal. 
Yet their grandiose hopes have been 
dashed by the past ll-year record of 
crime and futility that has disgraced po- 
litical prohibition—not temperance—in 
this land of nominal freedom. The tem- 
per of the American people has ap- 
proached that of the epoch shortly before 
Fort Sumter was'fired upon, when that 
noble exponent of human freedom, Carl 
Schurz, wrote from his Wisconsin home 
that there no longer could be two parties 
in the Union, a Northern and a Southern, 
in a country half-slave and half-free. 

The situation created by last week’s 
referenda hasrevealed that morethan a 
third of the population is emphatically 
on record as against prohibition, It is 
all very well for the Bishop Cannons and 
their bullwhacker following to lambast 
the oldtime saloon and its admitted evils, 
yet the latter was infinitely less lawless 
and corrupting than the present-day 
bootleg traffic with its inca)culable prof- 
its to a vast criminal syndicate financed 
by prohibition.

As a result the “legislative 
hazard” is the greatest danger at present 
to the new experiment in money-lending. 
Decent capital cannot get money from the 
public through security sales for a business 
that is not stabilized—and it cannot re- 
duce rates to borrowers unless it gets cheap 
money. So every time a Legislature threat- 
ens to reduce the going rate, cautious capi- 
tal flows elsewhere, and daring dollars em- 
ployed by loan sharks make a fat profit. 


! Americans of all income classes want 
g00ds and services, want them in big gobs, 
and want them pronto. In the “old” coun- 
tries money was borrowed on pawn—which 
is accumulated wealth in property form. 
But the average American has little use for 
the pawnbroker. If ready cash is not at 
hand, there is always a money-lender or the 
installment seller to oblige him by discount- 
ing future earnings. And nearly every time 
he uses his credit he becomes a sure pros- 
pect as a borrower of money in the future. 


And if there isn't a legitimate lender at 
hand to make the loans, the loan shark will! 
make them. I've heard it said that money- 
lenders stimulate borrowing. Undoubtedly 
they do, but mainly it’s the borrower's own 
idea after some misfortune has pressed him 


for ready cash. 
+ + * 


In recent: years, the high-rate loan shark 
chains have united into a Super-combine to 
fight regulatory legislation and have pooled 
lobbyists, “‘trouble-shooters,” attorneys and 
fixers of all kinds, Three main types of 
attack are continuously in progress. The 
first is constitutional attack en the exist- 
ing laws, the second is resistance to pro- 
posed new legislation, and latterly there has 
been an attempt to repeal or emasculate ex- 
isting laws, 

Mysterious “test” cases have appeared in 
several states in the last two years. I re- 
call offhand at least 10. Fortunately none 
of these cases has succeeded, but the loan 
sharks figure there is always a possibility of 
a decision of unconstitutionality. And then 
the state would be open again to high-raters. 
Consider the effect of a breakdown of the 
Missouri law, for example. In St. Louis 
prior to its passage there were Over a hun- 
dred “20 per centers.” Now there are only 
half a dozen, and these are undergoing 
criminal prosecution. A reversal would let 
all brands of loan sharkery loose upon the 
State again. 3 

The greatest activity of the loan shark 
combine is directed toward preventing the 
Spread of legislation and toward repeal of 
laws which have driven loan sharks out of 
certain states. ;

EAR ADMIRAL RICHARD E. 
R BYRD told his own story of 

his flight over the*South Pole, 
and of his 14 months’ stay, with 
41 comrades, in Antarctica, to an 
audience of 2000 which filled the 
Odeon last night. 

For an hour and 25 minutes, 
Admiral Byrd’s clear and concise 
discourse was accompanied by the 
display of the official motion pic- 
tures of the expedition. This col- 
lection and arrangement of films 
had not been shown here before, 
though a shorter group of the pic- 
tures was shown at a local theater 
last summer. Before the screen 
display, he spoke for nearly a half 
hour on incidents of the expedi- 
tion, which began in the late fall 
of 1928, which was spring in Ant- 
arctica, and continued until the 
end of February, 1930, the £9-hour 
polar flight being made Nov. 28- 
29, 1929. 

Admiral Byrd’s appearance was 
under the auspices of the Girl 
Scout Council of St. Louis, and 
Several troops of the . Scouts 
marched upon the stage before the 
lecture. Six of the girls, winners 
of the Golden Eaglet award, were 
presented with their tokens of 
proficiency by Admiral Byrd. 
Ethan A. H. Shepley, presiding, in- 
troduced the audience, a large part 
of which was in evening dress, to 
the guest. It is not necessary, 
Shepley said, to introduce Admiral 
Byrd to any audience in the world. 

Dogs Appear First in Pictures. 

The basic plans of the expedi- 
tion, which were largely those of 
Admiral (then Commander) Byrd, 
were explained by him as the first 
of the pictures, showing the south- 
ward start, were displayed. The 
dogs, still indispensable in polar 
travel, appeared first. There were 
80 of these tough creatures. with 
Bryd's party, and special protection 
had to be provided for them 
against the cold, more severe by 
25 to 30 degrees than that of their 
native Arctic region. 

The City of New York, flagship 

of the expedition, was shown tak- 
ing On coal from the supply ship, 
Eleanor Bolling. when the latter 
turned back at the edge of the 
Antarctic ice pack. The City of 
New York, taking heavy punish- 
ment, pressed south, stuck in the 
ice time and again, but always 
working free, and on Christmas 
day of 1928 the great ice barrier 
was sighted. At the first view, a 
vertical wall nearly 200 feet high, 
offering no practical means of ap- 
proach until the expedition 
regched the Bay of Whales, inlet 
of the Ross Barrier. 
“Fifteen hundred feet of water 
in the Bay of Whales,”’ the lecturer 
commented. “You can’t anchor to 
the bottom, so we anchor to the 
ice.” And the laborious process of 
unloading the cargo, buildings, 
supplies and most precious and 
difficult of handling, the aircraft. 
was enacted on the screen. 

Telitale lines on the snow, seen 
as hardly more than a shadow, 
meant crevasses, and the testing 
and opening of these crevasses was 
shown, as a necessary preparation 
for the advance of the dog sleds. 
Commander Byrd was seen de- 
scending into one of the crevasses, 
at the end of a rope, to gather 
green crystals of brilliant, salty ice. 

The reception committee at Lit- 
tle America consisted of a cere- 
monious group of penguins, odd 
feathered bipeds whose glistening 
white bosoms serve them as sleds, 
for sliding along the snow. Tiffs 
between the penguins and the dogs, 
and more serious encounters of 
dogs and seals, seemed to end in a

Men Rescued From Ice Cakes. 
In due time, the supply ship 
Eleanor Bolling appeared, and the 
transfer of its cargo to the barrier 
was a hard and perilous job, with 
groups of men rescued, more than 
once, from ice cakes which had 
broken away from. the barrier. 
Fast work saved essential airplane 
parts in these critical situations, 
which, as Admiral Byrd comment- 
ed, pleased only the camera man, 
always on the job. 
And at length the barrier did 
break. “We had to take that 
chance,” was Admiral Byrd's com- 
ment—an expression which was 
repeated later as to incidents of 
the polar flight., The ice .might 
have capsized both ships, and it 
did send the Bolling reeling, but 
the lines from the City of New 
York held fast. “Man overboard!” 
was the cry at one time, and the 
man, with an arm frozen, was seen 
being carried on deck 
On the ice of the barrier, at the 
spot chosen at Little America, a 
tent city was soon replaced by the 
buildings and snow caverns of the 
expedition, and by the wireless 
towers which kept Little America 
in communication with big Amer- 
ica and the world. Russell Owen, | 
special correspondent with the ex- 
pedition, was seen typewriting the 
dispatehes which appeared in the 
Post-Dispatch and the New York 
Times during the expedition’s stay 
in the Antarctic. ;

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EMPLOYMENT DECLINE 


Payroll Totals Down .8 Pet. 
From September Figure in 
13 Major Industries. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A de- 
crease’ from September of 1.4 per 
cent in employment in 13 major 
industies was reported October 
tober by the Labor Department 
today. Payroll totals decreased .§ 
per cent in the same period. The 
41,399 concerns reporting to the 
Department listed 4,840,914 em- 
ployes for October, with combined 
earnings of $122,578,265 a week. 
Excluding manufacturing, the 
surveyed industries showed a de- 
crease of 2.2 per cent in the num- 
ber of employed, but an increase 
of .4 per cent in the payrolls. 
Manufacturing industries reported 
a decrease of 1.4 per cent in em- 
ployment and:2 per cent in pay- 
rolls. 

Four groups showed increases in 
employment—anthracite mining 5.5 
per cent, bituminous coal mining 
1.4 per cent, retail trade 3.8 per 
cent, and crude petroleum produc- 
tion .2 per cent. 


The industries showing de- 
creases, besides manufacturing, 
were: Metalliferous mining, quar- 
rying, telephone and_ telegraph, 


power-light-water, electric rail- 
roads, wholesale trade, hotels and 
canning. 

The figures for manufacturing 
were based on returns from 13,256 
establishments in 54 of the prin- 
cipal manufacturing industries of 
the country. These concerns in 
October had 2,907,026 employes 
whose combined earnings for one 
week were $71,243,900. 
Small*increases in employment 
were shown in the textile, paper 
and tobacco groups.

Downtown Streets Have Been 
Kept Clear in Past Through 
Police Order.

An ordinance to legalize the 
practice of recent years of pro- 
hibiting daytime parking on the 
three principal downtown streets 
during the Christmas shopping and 
holiday period was introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen yesterday 
at the request of the Street De- 
partment. 
The bill would bar parking be- 
tween 7 a. m. and 6 Pp. nr on Olive 
and Locust streets and Washington 
avenue, between Fourth street and 
Twelfth boulevard, until Jan. 3. 
On passage and signature by the 
Mayor, it would beconre effective 
immediately. These streets have 
been kept clear in the shopping 
period until Christmas in former 
ears by police order. 
: Other bills introduced would 
prohibit parking in the following 
sections: Grand boulevard, between 
Page boulevard and Easton ave- 
nue; Eleventh street, between 
Morgan and Wash streets; Tholo- 
zan avenue, between Grand boule- 
vard and Spring avenue, also @& 
daytime limitation of one-hour 
parking in Euclid avenue, between 
Delmar and Washington boule- 
vards. 
Spring avenue, between Arsenal 
and Chippewa strects, would be 
made a major thoroughfare, where

Dr. F. H. Vizetelly, Dean of American Lexico- | 
graphers, Asserts He Uses Wise-Crack- 
ing Medium to Put Over Ideas.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15. — Dead 
languages are dead “because they 
had no slang to vivify them,” in 
the opinion of Dr. Frank H. Vize- 
telly, dean of American lex- 
icographers. 

Dr. Vizetelly acknowledges that 
he gets “a great kick out of the 
expressiveness of American slang; 
there’s something snappy about it 
that seems to fit, no matter how 
spontaneously it originates. He not 
only gets a “kick” out of it, but 
when usage decrees he puts it in 
the dictionary. 

Dr. Vizetelly says he is not a 
“wise-cracker,” but admitting an 
academic interest in slang he uses 
a “wise-cracking” medium to put 
over his ideas. Let him tell it in 
own words: 

Stronger Force in Short Term. 

“Slang travels in cycles,’ says 
the lexicographer, “but every now 
and again one is startled by the 
discovery that the shorter the 
term. the stronger its force. There 
is a certain sincerity about slang 
that frees it altogether from snob- 
bery, and it leaves very little room 
for doubt as to inattention. Prove 
it? Well, there’s not the least 
doubt about a man’s meaning when 
he calls you a dud, a wet blanket, 
or a calamity howler. You know 
what he means, and you can’t pos- 
sibly kid yourself that you don’t, 
and I don’t mean maybe. At the 
same time, nothing is more dismal 


than dead slang. 

“Of course, I knew without being 
told, what a stick-up artist is, even 
though yesterday I did not know 
what a skip-tracer was. Yes, bum 
dough, a grand, a hard bird, a fire- 
bug, a spieler and a gat-toter are 
well-known to most of us nowa- 
days. When Marlowe didn’t ‘keep 
his nose clean,’ the gang decided to 
give him the works, so he was taken 
for a ride. After they gave him 
the heat they lammed from fear of 
going up to the big house, where 
they would have burned for sure. 
“Bracing a Stiff for a Setdown.” 

“You, as a newspaper worker, 
can realize that you have put me 
on the spot, and that I’ve got to’ 
come over with the goods. So ex- 
perience has taught me that a 
spieler shoots a hot line nowadays 
—and how! I've learned to know 
what it means to do a bit, and that 
bracing a stiff for a set-down has 
not changed except in phraseology, 
and the panhandling gentlemen 
with red noses, who call one buddy. 
and want a dime to get a roll and 
a cup of coffee, formerly called a’ 
meal a set-down and begging from 
one, bracing a stiff. 

“Historically, the beaut, peach 
and pippin, each cave way to the 
charmer, who gave way to. the 
varnp, who has become the red-hot 
mama. Is she so very red-hot these 


days, or is she just merely dismissed 
as ex-Guinan? 

“Once upon a time we declared 
that something was ‘all the rage** 
now we merely point out that it's 
a ‘wow.’ 

“In pre-petting 


days the bud 


would say, ‘now stop,’ but today 


the baby, or weenie, tells papa, or 
the butter and egg man, or her sug- 
ar daddy, the same sad story with, 
‘is that nice?’ It seems but yester- 
day that when we were short of 
some vocal ejaculation, we just 
yelled ‘and how,’ particularly when 
somebody else shot off his mouth 
with a phrase or sentence that did 
not leave anyone cold. We all know 
what putting on a padlock is, or 
using a cold deck, or doing a trick, 
or crashing a racket, and Henry lL 


Mencken certainly wasn’t far wrong. 


when he said that ‘slang is the 
source from which the energies of 
decaying speech are constantly re- 
freshed.’ 

Dumbbell Little Changed. 

“In the good old days of the man 
with ‘a big stick,’ the muckraker 
earned what he was raking for, and 
was lucky to dodge the steam-roll- 
er. The gangsters still come across, 
but some make so much fuss about 
it that they are warned by their 
friends, the cops, the bulls,* or 
whatever else you may please to 
call them, to come across clean. 
The drug-store cowboy of today is a 
very different man from his prede- 
cessor, but the dumbbell does not 
seem to be any more noisy than in 
days of old.” 

“The one thing that puzzles me is 
what has become of all. our cake- 
eaters, lounge lizards and the rest 
of the gang? Have they followed 
the alligator’s ankles, the bee’s 
kness, cat’s meow, the shake’s hips, 
the cheap skate, and the nickel 
nurser? 

“One thing we may all be very 
thankful for, and that is that the 
flapper has. disappeared and taken 
her flapperology with her. English 
may still be the berries with the 
monocle boys and stiff fronts, but 
to the Gant that thinks it’s made 
up of regular guys, it’s just cuti- 
cure, goose flesh or some other ir- 
ruption of the skin. 


Marylanders of the Revolution. 

“Did slang come over with the 
Mayflower? Well, who knows? 
Perhaps, for after all isn’t there a 
bit of it in Priscilla’s ‘Why don’t 
you speak for yourself, John.’ 
Anyway, slang has been with ts 
since the Declaration of Indeper- 
dence, and the days when ‘Yankee 
Doodle stuck a feather in his cap, 
and called it macaroni’ and you 
know the macaronis were the 
Marylandersinthe Revolutionary 

“Lest we forget, let me say right 
here that slang is picked up by 
writers of vaudeville acts or bur- 
lesque shows and consists of ‘wise- 


,cracks culled from newspapers or 


cribbed from some bozo who has 
been lit up with @ little poy oil. 
Then it is shot across the‘ foot- 
lights, and all the boobs.in the 
trenches of the underworld buzz 
around the dance halls, shooting 
the stuff off as if it were their 
own. And what are they? Just 
nothing more than common _. or 
garden paluka. Waht’s a paluka? 
Of course, you know. Why 
shouldn’t you? In the underworld 
he’s the fall-guy, but out in Ha- 
waii he’s just a poor fish, served 
as hors d’oeuvre and eaten raw. 
The world is full of palukas.”

$60,000,000 for Seed in 
Drouth States. 


WASHINGTON, Nev... 15.—An 
appropriation of $60,000,000 for 
loans to farmers in the drouth 
areas with which to buy seed, fer- 
tilizer and other necessities for 
planting next year’s crops is 
plunned by the administration. 

The measure, now being drafted, 
will be among the first to be pre- 
sented to Congress when it meets 
on Dec. 1. Senator McNary (Rep.), 
Oregon, chairman of the Agricul- 
ture Committee, probably will 
spensor the measure in the Senate. 

The seed loans will be made 
available to the farmers of the 21 
states inc:ided in the drouth area 
during the emergency relief period 
end probably will be dispensed by 
the Department of, Agriculture. 

This legislation, together with 
the bills to €xpand the Government 
building program in the interests 
of relieving unemployment, will 
command first attention of Con- 
gress under the administration's 
program. 

Just how far President Hoover 
will recommend that the public 
works be expanded is uncertain. 
and he announced yesterday he 
would wait until the Government's 
income was more definitely deter- 
mined for this year. 

However, there is talk of doubling 
the annual appropriation for pub- 
lic buildings from $190,000,000 to 
$200,000,000. Alse, consideration 
is being given to suggestions that 
provision be made for increased 
Federal aid in road construction.
